'ittersweet.  One  simple  word 
to  describe  how  I  feel  as  my  too 
short  stay  in  the  office  of  presi- 
dent of  your  Medical  College  of 
Virginia  Alumni  Association 
draws  to  a  close.  Sweet  because  it 
has  been  without  a  doubt  the 
singular  highest  professional 
honor  I  have  ever  accepted. 
Representing  23,000  professional 
alumni  who  span  the  globe  as 
they  research,  administrate,  and 
deliver  health  care  to  countless 
millions  is  a  role  I  could  never 
have  dreamt  I  would  fill  as  I  grew 
up  in  the  shadows  of  the  steel 
mills  that  lit  the  night  skies  in 
Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania. 

Bitter  because  I  have  presided 
over  an  organization  with  a  proud 
100-year-history  but  a  very 
uncertain  future  in  the  near 
future.  Just  as  no  Pittsburgher 
ever  imagined  their  city  without 
its  miles  of  mills  that  supplied  the 
steel  that  built  the  industrial  age. 
Today  the  massive  mills  no  longer 
exist.  So  too  our  100-year-old 
organization,  even  our  150-year- 
old  name,  The  Medical  College  of 
Virginia,  may  both  go  through  a 
similar  metamorphosis  into 
extinction  if  each  of  you  do  not 
take  a  more  active  role  and 
interest  in  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  as  well  as  in  the  fu- 
ture of  MCV/VCU. 

No  longer  do  we  have  an 
Alumni  House  that  we  can  use; 
no  longer  do  we  have  a  paid 


executive  director  to  oversee  our 
operation.  And  the  proud  name 
of  The  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia/VCU  has  been  bastardized 
to  the  "East  Campus"  or  the 
"Medical  Campus  of  VCU"  or  just 
"the  other  campus."  Only  the 
deans  and  faculty  that  care  to 
remember  the  laudable  name  use 
it  in  their  publications  and  pa- 
pers. 

We  have  no  money;  we  are  on 
welfare  as  we  accept  money  from 
the  parent  University  to  pay  our 
bills  and  to  produce  this  very 
publication  you  are  holding  in 
your  hands.  It  would  be  all  right  if 
we  were  a  division  or  a  depart- 
ment of  the  University,  but  we  are 
not!  We  are  a  privately  chartered 
organization  that  should  be 
self-supporting,  endowed  to  a 
level  that  is  reflective  of  the  high 
quality  of  the  alumni  it  repre- 
sents. We  should  have  the  po- 
tency to  make  a  difference  on  the 
very  campus  where  we  all  re- 
ceived our  professional  education 
and  training.  No  other  group 
understands  the  needs  of  our 
medical  college  better  than  we  do. 
No  other  group  can  better  trans- 
late the  needs  of  the  public  we 
serve  back  to  our  deans  in  order 
to  effect  curriculum  change  so  the 
students  who  follow  us  can  be 
better  prepared  for  tomorrow's 
challenges. 


But  sadly,  there  is  probably  no 
other  group  more  poorly  funded 
and  drained  of  energy  at  this 
point.  Our  effete  stature  is  not  the 
fault  of  Virginia  Commonwealth 
University  or  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia  deans  and  faculty.  No, 
we  must  look  to  ourselves.  If  our 
leaders  are  tired,  you  need  to  ask, 
"How  can  I  help?"  If  our  funds 
are  nonexistent,  you  need  to  ask, 
"How  can  I  give?"  If  our  name, 
The  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  is 
threatened,  you  must  shout  your 
protest  to  your  deans.  We  will 
be  strong  because  of  you,  not  in 
spite  of  you.  We  will  build  a 
beautiful  new  alumni  home  and 
revive  a  proud  organization  with 
you,  never  without  you! 

Forgive  me  for  the  negative  torn- 
of  this  "Farewell";  but  you  would 
need  to  "Walk  in  my  shoes"  to 
truly  understand  my  frustrations 
for  an  organization  that  is  dedi- 
cated to  supporting  the  six 
schools  that  make  up  The  Medical 
College  of  Virginia,  Health 
Sciences  Division  of  Virginia 
Commonwealth  University.  But 
tomorrow  is  a  new  day,  and  I  will 
promise  each  of  you  that  my 
responsibility  to  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  and  The  Medical 
College  of  Virginia/VCU  will  not 
end  as  I  leave  office.  It  is  only 
beginning!

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President's  Report: 

MCVAA 

THE  YEAR  IN  REVIEW

The  MCV  Alumni  Association  set  three  main  goals 
this  year,  and  your  Executive  Committee  met 
virtually  every  month  to  keep  focused  on  our  goals. 
The  three  goals  follow  in  their  order  of  success. 

Goal  1  To  review  the  11-year-old  operating  agree- 
ment between  the  MCVAA  and  VCU.  Under 
the  leadership  of  many  past  presidents  and 
committee  chairmen,  Dr.  George  Oliver  and 
the  Executive  Committee  finally  nailed  down 
an  acceptable  working  arrangement  between 
the  University  and  our  MCVAA.  The  major 
change  is  that  we  can  start  becoming  self- 
supporting  since  we  can  now  raise  money  for 
our  Alumni  Association.  Up  until  now, 
except  for  raising  money  for  the  Alumni 
House,  we  were  not  allowed  to  raise  money. 

Goal  2  To  work  out  an  acceptable  arrangement  to 
transfer  the  land  our  Alumni  House  stands 
on  to  the  University  so  a  new  and  much- 
needed  ambulatory  care  facility  can  be  built 
on  our  presently  owned  land.  We  would 
then  move  across  the  street  to  a  vacant  lot 
which  the  University  owns,  and  they  would 
transfer  that  land  to  us  so  we  could  build  a 
new  Alumni  House.  After  seven  months  of 
close  and  cooperative  negotiating  between 
our  Executive  Committee,  hospital  officials, 
and  University  officials,  an  agreement  was 
fashioned;  and  three  days  before  Reunion  '89 
Weekend  when  our  board  was  to  give  final 
approval,  Dr.  Ackell  felt  parts  needed  to  be 
renegotiated.  Maybe,  but  no  promises,  we 
will  have  come  up  with  a  new  agreement  by 
the  time  you  read  this.  The  hospital  urgently 
needs  to  begin  building,  and  your  associa- 
tion is  doing  everything  in  its  power  to 
permit  the  hospital  to  begin  construction. 

Goal  3  To  hire  a  new  executive  director.  Mrs.  Fran 
Kay  is  presently  interim  executive  director 
and  has  been  for  two  years,  all  the  while 
accepting  no  pay  for  her  efforts  on  our 
behalf.  When  Mrs.  Franklin  Stone  retired, 
the  University  withdrew  her  salary  from  the 
executive  director  position.  It  was  our  hope 
to  find  a  competent  individual  to  fill  the 
position  and  have  that  person  paid  at  Frank- 
lin Stone's  salary  level  beginning  in  the  low 
$30  thousands.  Now  the  University  wants  to 
eliminate  the  executive  director  position 
entirely  and  have  the  director  of  alumni 
activities  from  the  University  oversee  the 
MCVAA  and  hire  a  person  under  him  to  run 
the  day-to-day  operations.  We  are  meeting 
with  Mr.  John  Kudless,  vice-president  of 
advancement  at  VCU,  to  get  further  clarifica- 


tion on  how  he  sees  the  future  staffing  of 
the  MCVAA.  The  Executive  Committee  and 
ultimately  the  full  board  will  have  to  agree 
with  future  staff  changes  as  proposed  by  Mr. 
Kudless  or  to  propose  a  new  plan. 

This  is  a  very  serious  issue  and  will  take  a  lot 
of  cooperation  and  trust  between  the  Alumni 
Association  and  the  University.  It  has  major 
ramifications  on  the  future  of  our  organiza- 
tion if  it  isn't  done  properly  and  with  great 
involvement  and  supervision  by  your  offi- 
cers, Executive  Committee,  and  Board  of 
Trustees. 

One  other  significant  accomplishment  your 
board  initiated  was  a  new  and  permanent 
committee  to  protect  and  perpetuate  the  use 
of  the  name  of  the  Medical  College  of  Vir- 
ginia, Health  Sciences  Division  of  VCU.  This 
is  the  name  designated  by  the  Virginia 
General  Assembly,  and  this  committee  will 
work  to  insure  its  use  throughout  the  six 
schools  on  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia/ 
VCU  Campus.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the 
MCVAA  Board  of  Trustees  that  the  tradition, 
credibility,  and  recognition  achieved  by  the 
name  MCV  is  so  important  that  it  will  be  one 
of  the  missions  of  the  MCVAA  to  preserve 
and  protect  the  MCV  name.  Anyone  desiring 
to  be  part  of  this  committee  should  contact 
Mrs.  Fran  Kay  in  the  MCVAA  alumni  office 
at  (804)  225-4595. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  Mrs.  Fran  Kay 
for  the  incredible  amount  of  time  she  gave  to 
our  association  this  past  year.  She  is  one  in 
a  million.  Dr.  Ed  Hodges,  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Committee,  who  for  years  has 
been  a  pillar  of  our  association,  and  contin- 
ues to  be,  thank  you  for  all  of  your  guidance 
and  advice.  Credit  goes  to  Dr.  George 
Oliver  for  getting  the  MCV/VCU  Operating 
Agreement  finalized.  He  is  dedicated  to 
MCV,  and  I  am  proud  to  be  associated  with 
people  like  Geroge. 

My  biggest  thanks  go  out  to  the  entire 
Executive  Committee  who  made  monthly 
trips  to  Richmond  from  places  like  Roanoke, 
Crozet,  Columbia,  Midlothian,  and  Norfolk 
to  go  over  and  over  endless  hours  of  discus- 
sions and  negotiations  in  your  behalf.  These 
are  special  people  who  kept  me  motivated 
and  inspired.  Thank  you  all.

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Weathering  a  Winter  of  Discontent: 
4  Alumni  Look  Forward  to  Brighter  Days

t  has  been  said  that  for  every- 
thing there  is  a  season.  Thinking 
along  those  terms,  then,  it  could 
be  said  that  the  MCV  Alumni 
Association  of  VCU  is  currently  in 
a  winter  of  discontent.  That  is  the 
general  feeling  of  four  Alumni 
Association  leaders  interviewed 
recently.  Realizing,  however,  that 
the  Alumni  Association  probably 
has  been  through  many  seasonal 
changes  in  its  100  years  of  exis- 
tence, there  is  assurance  that 
sunny  days  will  return. 

To  enter  into  the  spirit  of  the 
Alumni  Association's  100th 
anniversary,  these  four  alumni 
briefly  detached  themselves  from 
the  moment  and  returned  to 
bygone  days.  Along  with  ac- 
counts of  the  presently  chilly 
conditions,  they  recalled  then- 
days  as  MCV  students  and  were 
warmed  by  spring-like  memories, 
full  of  youth  and  good  feelings. 

"I  think  the  ties  to  the  school 
come  from  good  memories,"  says 
Dr.  Alton  E.  Hodges,  Jr.  (D.D.S. 
'56),  a  past  president  and  member 
of  the  Alumni  Association  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  Board  of 
Trustees.  He  has  no  bad  memories 
of  his  days  as  a  dental  student. 

He  made  good  friends.  He  still 


sees  them  often.  He  also  had  a 
mentor.  When  alumni  look  back 
on  their  student  days,  it  is  the 
people  who  influenced  them  that 
come  to  mind.  For  Dr.  Hodges  the 
looming  personality  of  his  dental 
school  memories  is  Dr.  Harry 
Lyons. 

"Dr.  Lyons  was  the  epitome  of 
what  most  students  wanted  to  be 
like,"  says  Dr.  Hodges.  "He  was  a 
strict  disciplinarian,  but  he  also 
cared  about  students.  He  never 
forgot  anyone's  name." 

Dr.  Hodges  also  remembers  the 
old  Alumni  House.  "It  impressed 
me  that  it  was  on  campus,"  he 
says,  referring  to  the  fact  that 
most  alumni  associations  do  not 
have  houses  in  the  middle  of 
campus. 

Mrs.  Jean  Moye  Shepard  (B.S. 
nursing  '58),  member  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  and  vice-president  of 
the  Nursing  Division  of  the 
Alumni  Association,  also  remem- 
bers the  house. 

"It  was  always  there.  We'd  walk 
by  it  every  day,"  she  says. 

Mrs.  Shepard  credits  MCV  with 
giving  her  good  friends. 

"I  made  the  best  friends  of  my 
life.  They  have  sustained  me 
throughout  the  years.  I  owe  that 
to  MCV,"  says  Mrs.  Shepard  who 
initially  was  accepted  to  Duke 
University's  nursing  school  where

she  had  been  awarded  a  full 
scholarship.  But  before  the 
beginning  of  her  first  term  at 
Duke  she  happened  to  visit  MCV 
and  on  a  whim  enrolled. 

"It  was  a  feeling  I  had.  It  was 
love  at  first  sight,"  she  recalls. 

There  seems  to  be  some  unex- 
plainable  element  about  MCV  that 
simply  wins  over  certain  students. 

"We  all  have  strong  feelings 
about  MCV.  I  don't  know  why," 
says  Dr.  Charles  O.  Watlington 
(M.D.  '58,  Ph.D.  '68),  a  former 
president  and  current  member  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees. 

He  says  that  for  him,  one  of 
MCV's  attractions  was  its  size. 

"It  was  a  small,  underdevel- 
oped medical  center  in  my  days. 
It  had  intimacy,"  he  says. 

Dr.  Watlington  recalls  the 
medical  fraternities  that  existed 
when  he  was  a  student.  Some  of 
them  had  houses  where  students 
lived.  On  Friday  and  Saturday 
nights  they  came  alive  with 
festivity.  "It  was  the  highlight  of 
my  social  life,"  he  says. 

Dr.  Watlington  also  had  a 
mentor.  His  role  model  was  Dr. 
Charles  M.  Caravati  (M.D.  '22), 
who  was  a  motivating  force  in  Dr. 
Watlington' s  decision  to  become 
involved  with  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation back  in  1980. 

"He  also  helped  me  decide  to 
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go  into  internal  medicine,"  he 
adds. 

Ironically,  Dr.  Watlington 
received  the  Caravati  Award  in 
1988.  Named  after  his  mentor,  the 
award  annually  honors  an  Alumni 
Association  member  for  extraordi- 
nary service. 

Mrs.  Marianne  Revere  Rollings 
(B.S.  pharmacy  '63)  is  a  past 
president  of  the  association  who 
serves  as  chairman  of  the  Long- 
Range  Planning  Committee.  She 
also  has  served  on  the  Board  of 
Trustees  and  the  Executive 
Committee.  When  she  was  a 
pharmacy  student,  Mr.  Reginald 
Rooke  (pharmacy  '21)  was  her 
mentor.  Though  he  was  not  a 
faculty  member,  he  was  deeply 
involved  with  the  Alumni 
Association. 

"He  was  always  supportive  of 
young  pharmacists,"  she  says.  He 
helped  them  get  into  practice.  He 
personified  everything  a  graduate 
should  be.  He  was  willing  to 
share  what  he  had  gained." 

"That's  the  type  of  relationship 
alumni  had  with  students  back 
then.  It  was  a  nurturing  environ- 
ment," says  Mrs.  Rollings. 

She  is  not  so  sure  that  is  the 
case  these  days.  She  feels  the 
Alumni  Association  is  becoming 
depersonalized.  It  is  not  what  it 
was.  "It  used  to  be  a  folksy 
place,"  she  says,  referring  to  the 
atmosphere  engendered  in  the 
old  Alumni  House.  Things  began 
to  change  about  the  time  she 
became  involved  in  Alumni 
Association  leadership.  That  was 
around  1979,  the  year  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  agreed  to 
become  part  of  the  VCU  Alumni 
Association. 

"During  the  change  a  lot  of 
people  became  apprehensive," 
she  recalls.  "They  were  afraid  of 
being  taken  over,  of  losing  the 
family  orientation." 

Until  that  point,  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  had  been  an 
independent  organization,  relying 
on  dues  and  other  sources  of 
financial  support.  But  upon 
joining  with  the  VCU  Alumni 
Association,  it  became  a  Univer- 
sity-supported entity. 

Because  the  University  would 
now  control  the  flow  of  financial 


resources,  certain  activities 
usually  planned  by  MCV  alumni 
became  a  cooperative  venture 
with  the  University.  MCV  alumni 
no  longer  had  complete  control 
over  such  activities  as  its  five-year 
reunions. 

"They've  gotten  glitzy,"  says 
Mrs.  Rollings  of  the  five-year 
reunions. 

Mrs.  Shepard  also  became 
involved  with  the  Alumni  Associ- 
ation about  the  same  time.  She 
recalls  her  feelings.  "At  the  time 
the  decision  to  join  was  good.  But 
in  the  long  run  I  think  we  sold 
our  birthright,"  she  says. 

One  of  the  problems  that  has 
developed  since  the  agreement 
was  made  involves  the  Alumni 
House.  It  is  an  issue  that  is 
foremost  in  the  minds  of  the  MCV 
Alumni  Association  leadership. 

Nearly  seven  years  ago  the 
Alumni  Association  and  the 
University  decided  to  switch 
properties.  VCU  was  to  take  over 
the  land  now  occupied  by  the 
Alumni  House;  the  Association 
was  to  then  move  the  house 
across  the  street  and  restore  it.  So 
far  nothing  has  happened. 

"This  particular  issue  has 
consumed  much  of  our  time," 
says  Dr.  Hodges,  who  serves  as 
chairman  of  the  Alumni  House 
fund-raising  campaign.  He  says  a 
lot  of  the  problems  in  carrying  out 
the  exchange  have  been  due  to 
personnel  changes  within  the 
University. 

"What  happens  is  that  the 
procedures  get  taken  care  of  and 
then  there  is  a  personnel 
change,"  says  Dr.  Hodges.  Every 
time  this  occurs,  negotiations 
must  once  again  begin  from 
scratch. 

"You  get  impatient  with  the 
situation,"  he  says. 

The  price  of  moving  the  house 
has  tripled  since  talk  of  land 
exchange  first  began.  Not  only 
that.  The  house  has  deteriorated 
so  much  that  it  would  now  be 
impossible  to  move  it  bodily 
across  the  street. 

"Time  took  its  toll  on  the 
house,"  says  Mrs.  Shepard.  "It 
went  from  being  beautiful  to  a 
point  where  the  paint  was  pop- 
ping off  of  it." 


Last  year  the  house  finally  was 
condemned. 

"It  got  to  where  it  was  not  safe 
to  go  upstairs  anymore,"  says 
Mrs.  Shepard.  "Five  years  ago 
they  started  having  board  meet- 
ings elsewhere.  The  joke  used  to 
be,  'Let's  just  hope  the  termites 
keep  holding  hands  or  the  place 
will  collapse.'  " 

There  is  a  lot  of  pride  when  it 
comes  to  the  Alumni  House. 

"Having  a  house  is  a  way  of 
showing  loyalty  to  the  school.  It  is 
symbolically  important,"  states 
Dr.  Watlington. 

"An  alumni  house  is  important 
for  all  schools,"  says  Dr.  Hodges. 
"It's  a  home  away  from  home  for 
alumni  visiting  the  campus." 

Says  Mrs.  Rollings,  "It  is  our 
history.  It  was  donated  by  gradu- 
ates who  bought  it  with  their  own 
money  when  they  didn't  even 
have  houses  themselves." 

Being  Alumni  Association 
leaders,  Mrs.  Shepard,  Dr. 
Hodges,  Mrs.  Rollings,  and  Dr. 
Watlington  feel  a  responsibility,  as 
Dr.  Hodges  puts  it,  "to  fight  for 
the  house,  to  maintain  it." 

As  the  struggle  continues,  time 
passes,  the  house  deteriorates 
more  and  more,  and  alumni 
become  more  and  more  deaf  to 
assurances  by  association  leaders 
that  things  will  work  out. 

"Every  year  we  tell  alumni  we 
are  getting  things  about  the  house 
taken  care  of.  After  a  while  they 
stop  listening,"  says  Dr.  Hodges. 

He  points  out  that  it  is  not  all 
the  fault  of  a  slow  moving  Univer- 
sity: "we  have  our  problems  too." 
But  Mrs.  Rollings  adds,  "There 
has  been  little  cooperation  from 
the  University  on  the  house  issue. 
Many  alumni  feel  it  has  shown 
bad  faith  in  the  past." 

For  alumni  not  involved  in  the 
inner  working  of  the  land  ex- 
change there  is  only  confusion. 

"Last  year  I  saw  alumni  stand- 
ing in  front  of  the  house  not 
understanding  what  was  going 
on.  There  was  no  place  for  them 
to  go.  No  one  to  say  'hi'  to  them. 
No  one  to  gush  over  them  a  little. 
And  they  are  certainly  not  going 
to  go  to  the  16th  floor  of  West 
Hospital,"  says  Mrs.  Rollings,  not- 
ing the  current  headquarters  of 
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the  Alumni  Association. 

Dr.  Watlington,  however,  feels 
upbeat  about  the  situation.  "I 
think  it  will  work  out  eventually." 
He  explains  much  of  his  optimism 
is  due  to  his  dealings  with  Dr. 
William  P.  lies,  director  of  VCU's 
alumni  activities,  and  Mr.  John  M. 
Kudless,  vice-president  for 
advancement. 

"We're  experiencing  a  good 
relationship  with  the  University 
advancement  office,"  says  Dr. 
Watlington.  He  attributes  the 
improved  relationship  to  a  new 
respect  University  officials  like 
Mr.  Kudless  and  Dr.  lies  have 
gained  for  the  loyalty  MCV 
alumni  display  for  their  school, 
their  organization,  and  their 
house. 

"They  have  detected  it,  and 
they  respect  it.  That  is  what  has 
gotten  things  moving,"  says  Dr. 
Watlington. 

Mrs.  Shepard  agrees. 

"I  think  Bill  lies  and  John 
Kudless  want  things  to  work  out. 
They  and  everybody  else  have 
worked  their  hearts  out  this 
year,"  exclaims  Mrs.  Shepard. 

The  surge  of  optimism  gener- 
ated during  the  past  year  is  in 
vivid  contrast  to  what  Alumni  As- 
sociation leadership  felt  after  the 
1988  annual  meeting.  "I  really 
thought  it  was  the  end  of  the 
Alumni  Association,"  recalls  Mrs. 
Shepard.  "We  understood  at  that 
time  there  would  be  no  more 
money." 

Mrs.  Shepard  says  everyone 
closely  involved  with  the  Alumni 
Association  had  high  hopes  that 
some  of  the  issues  now  being 
worked  out  would  be  resolved  in 
that  meeting. 

"It  was  disheartening,"  adds 
Dr.  Watlington.  "We  had  worked 
so  hard.  But,  we  persevered.  We 
began  to  meet  on  a  monthly  basis 
to  hammer  out  the  issues." 

The  work  paid  off.  According  to 
Dr.  Hodges,  the  Alumni  Associa- 
tion was  able  to  modify  certain 
elements  of  the  1979  agreement 
during  the  last  annual  meeting  in 
April  1989.  He  says  the  result  is 
continued  funding. 

"The  pipeline  is  clearing,"  he 
explains.  "Things  are  better.  Still, 
the  house  is  an  intergral  part  of 


the  situation.  We  can't  overlook  it. 
Until  we  deal  with  it,  it  is  critical. 
It  needs  a  solution  one  way  or  the 
other." 

Though  the  Alumni  House 
issue  is  one  of  utmost  concern  to 
active  alumni,  there  is  another 
that  brings  out  the  activist  in  even 
the  most  uninvolved  alumni. 

When  VCU  was  formed  in  1968 
by  the  Virginia  legislature,  a 
clause  was  entered  into  the 
creating  bill  which  stated  the 
MCV  name  would  never  be 
dropped.  In  1989  there  are  many 
who  feel  that  is  precisely  what 
is  occurring. 

"There  are  elements  in  the 
administration  who  want  to 
eliminate  the  name,"  says  Dr. 
Watlington.  This  has  caused  what 
Dr.  Watlington  refers  to  as  a 
"spontaneous  development" 
among  faculty  and  alumni  to 
promulgate  name  loyalty.  The 
University  has  criticized  these 
actions. 

Mrs.  Shepard  and  Mrs.  Rollings 
say  that  if  the  name  were  to  be 
eradicated  the  results  could 
be  disastrous. 

"People  who  depend  on  their 
MCV  credentials  would  lose  their 
identity,"  states  Mrs.  Rollings. 
"There  is  a  certain  cachet  in  being 
an  MCV  graduate.  All  the  medical 
advancements  achieved  here  have 
been  done  under  the  MCV  name." 

She  says  that  if  the  name  were 
dropped,  graduates  would  still 
consider  themselves  MCV  gradu- 
ates. Even  very  recent  graduates 
who  are  not  prone  to  be  involved 
heavily  in  alumni  activities  feel  a 
strong  bond  with  the  name  of 
their  alma  mater. 

"They  identify  themselves  with 
MCV,"  says  Mrs.  Rollings.  "They 
have  great  pride  in  saying  they 
graduated  from  here." 

Mrs.  Shepard  adds  that  alumni 
would  not  be  the  only  ones  to  feel 
the  impact  of  name  loss;  the 
University  would  suffer  also. 

"If  the  name  is  removed,  I  think 
there  will  be  a  tremendous 
backlash,"  asserts  Mrs.  Shepard. 
"I  think  if  that  happens  donations 
will  stop  coming." 

Some  think  the  motivation 
behind  an  effort  to  strip  MCV  of 
its  150-year-old  name  is  based  on 


the  fear  that  it  diminishes  the 
importance  of  VCU. 

"I  say  just  the  opposite  hap- 
pens," explains  Dr.  Watlington. 
"The  best  way  for  VCU  to  gain 
recognition  is  to  couple  itself  with 
MCV."  He  also  feels  contributions 
would  be  greatly  reduced  in  the 
event  of  name  loss. 

"The  University  can  give  a 
rational  reason  for  taking  away 
the  MCV  name.  But  it  just  doesn't 
make  sense  to  MCV  alumni," 
concludes  Dr.  Hodges. 

It  is  clear  that  from  what  these 
four  alumni  have  said,  there  are 
problems  to  be  worked  out  with 
the  University.  Even  the  best 
marriages  have  conflicts.  But 
when  a  bond  is  created  between 
what  Mrs.  Rollings  describes  as 
"differing  personalities  and  mind 
sets,"  referring  to  MCV  and  VCU, 
it  is  only  natural  that  disagree- 
ments should  arise.  In  this 
arranged  marriage  of  opposites, 
only  time  can  smooth  out  the 
rough  edges. 

There  are  those  who  would  like 
to  go  back  in  time,  to  the  way 
things  used  to  be.  To  do  that  the 
Alumni  Association  would  have  to 
separate  from  the  University.  In 
fact,  most  MCV  Alumni  Associa- 
tion leaders  have  had  that  thought 
at  one  time  or  another.  But  there 
is  still  a  desire  among  most  to 
come  to  terms  with  the  Univer- 
sity. They  would  like  the  Alumni 
Association  to  exist  another  100 
years,  not  as  an  insignificant 
entity,  but  rather  as  a  positive 
force  working  both  for  MCV 
alumni  and  the  University. 

"If  it  works  at  other  universi- 
ties, it  can  work  here,"  says  Mrs. 
Shepard.  "If  we  could  develop  a 
strong  base,  we  could  do  a  lot  for 
the  whole  University.  I'm  not  sure 
separation  is  the  best  thing.  I 
would  like  to  see  a  cooperative 
venture.  If  we  unite,  we  all  win." 

"Our  organization  has  the 
potential  to  be  a  strong,  positive 
force,"  states  Mrs.  Rollings.  "If 
the  current  tensions  could  be 
allayed  and  we  could  go  back  to 
our  original  concept  of  serving 
individuals  and  the  University  in 
equal  portion,  we  could  be  on  our 
way  to  a  renaissance." 

"I  would  like  donations  for

MCV  to  increase  five-fold  in  the 
next  ten  years,  but  I  would  also 
like  to  see  the  development  of  real 
excellence  on  the  Academic 
Campus,"  says  Dr.  Watlington. 

"The  MCV  Alumni  Association 
has  two  purposes,  to  serve  the 


alumni  and  the  University.  A 
strong  Alumni  Association 
is  important  to  the  University.  We 
need  them,  and  they  need  us," 
says  Dr.  Hodges.  "We've  been 
around  a  long  time,  and  we  have 


every  intention  of  staying 
around."

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School  of  Allied  Health  Professions: 
A  Collective  Diversity

M 


.rs.  A  is  72  years  old.  A  year 
ago  she  was  diagnosed  with 
cancer.  Sleep  chemotherapy  treat- 
ment has  so  far  stemmed  the  tide 
of  malignant  cells.  She  is  back  in 
the  hospital  because  she  fell  down 
her  basement  steps  and  broke  her 
hip.  To  repair  the  damage,  doctors 
replaced  her  hip  with  a  prosthe- 
sis. The  long  incision  along  her 
left  hip  is  a  prime  target  for 
infection.  It  will  be  watched 
carefully. 

In  the  adjacent  room,  Mr.  B  is 
on  his  back  watching  television. 
He  has  not  been  able  to  confront 
the  possible  effects  of  his  recent 
accident.  Twenty-four  hours  of 
TV.  is  an  adequate  escape. 

He  came  to  the  hospital  after 
diving  off  a  cliff  into  a  lake. 
He  didn't  know  the  water  was 
only  three  feet  deep.  Mr.  B  is  20 
years  old.  He  cannot  move  his 
arms  or  legs.  It  is  hoped  that  he 
will  at  least  regain  use  of  his 
upper  body. 

Mrs.  A  and  Mr.  B  are  not  real 
people.  But  their  circumstances 
are.  Doctors  and  nurses  will  work 
long  and  hard  to  reverse  or  at 
least  improve  those  circum- 
stances. Yet,  they  are  not  alone  in 
carrying  out  that  task.  Without 
the  help,  advice,  and  treatment 
provided  by  allied  health  profes- 
sionals, the  chances  of  recovery 
and  improvement  for  patients  like 


Mrs.  A  and  Mr.  B  would  be 
diminished  greatly. 

"When  you're  sick  you  need 
them,"  says  Dr.  Thomas  C. 
Barker  of  allied  health  profession- 
als. Dr.  Barker  is  dean  of  the 
School  of  Allied  Health  Profes- 
sions. 

The  concept  of  allied  health  was 
initiated  in  the  1960s  when  the 
need  to  consolidate  the  education 
and  administration  of  several 
medical  services  programs  under 
one  roof  was  recognized.  Until 
then,  these  disciplines  had  been 
taught  under  the  auspices  of 
various  hospital  and  university 
departments.  Uniting  them  and 
placing  them  under  the  adminis- 
trative care  of  a  single  academic 
entity  is  a  practice  that  is  only 
about  30  years  old. 

The  MCV  School  of  Allied 
Health  Professions  was  formed  in 
1968.  Since  then  Dr.  Barker  has 
been  fighting  to  establish  the 
school  as  a  topnotch  academic 
entity. 

Dr.  Barker,  the  longest  tenured 
dean  at  VCU,  has  been  called  a 
champion  and  the  defender  of  the 
realm  by  department  chairpersons 
for  his  consistent  efforts  in 
generating  resources  for  the 
school.  He  recalls  the  days  when 
he  had  to  stand  in  line  for  class- 
room space. 

"I  used  to  have  to  fight  for 
space  in  the  Raleigh  Building,"  he 
says,  mentioning  the  first  struc- 
ture that  provided  allied  health 
students  with  meeting  areas. 

Today  Dr.  Barker's  realm 
is  "scattered  to  the  four  winds 
geographically."  The  eight 
departments  that  comprise  the 
school  are  located  all  over  cam- 
pus.

"It  makes  communication 
harder,  it  makes  planning  and 
administering  harder,"  he  says. 

He  expresses  concern  about  the 
situation  and  says  his  biggest 
frustration  as  dean  has  been  not 
being  able  to  obtain  a  building  for 
the  school.  But  that  might  change. 
Plans  are  under  way  to  consoli- 
date much  of  the  school  in  the 
MCV  West  Hospital  renovation 
project. 

"Now  there's  a  light  at  the  end 
of  the  tunnel,"  he  says.  "But  it 
sure  has  been  a  long  tunnel." 

Dr.  Barker  does  not  like  to 
focus  on  the  negative  aspect  of 
anything.  "You're  always  going  to 
have  problems,"  he  says.  How- 
ever, he  presently  is  forced  to 
keep  an  eye  on  the  sagging  graph 
lines  tracing  deficits  of  people 
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power  in  the  allied  health  fields 
during  the  last  two  years. 

Dr.  Barker  says  the  shortage  is 
being  caused,  in  part,  by  a  lack  of 
interest  in  health  care.  Individuals 
who  traditionally  have  entered 
the  allied  health  professions  are 
finding  that,  lately,  there  are 
better  opportunities  elsewhere. 

"It  is  a  field  that  historically  has 
been  dominated  by  women," 
says  Dr.  Barker.  "But  as  is  hap- 


Barker.  "A  nurse  anesthetist  can 
make  a  considerable  salary  right 
out  of  school." 

Demand  for  allied  health 
professionals  is  not  the  only  thing 
that  is  growing.  Technology  and 
innovative  health  care  techniques 
are  on  the  rise.  For  Dr.  Barker  and 
many  of  his  department  chairper- 
sons, the  trend  is  exciting,  but  it 
is  also  a  sometimes  frustrating 
challenge.

pening  in  nursing  and  teaching, 
women  who  normally  would  go 
into  these  fields  are  taking  advan- 
tage of  new  opportunities  in  other 
fields." 

A  lack  of  interest  and  better 
opportunities  elsewhere  are  not 
the  only  causes  of  the  current 
shortage.  The  need  for  allied 
health  professionals  is  increasing. 
So  even  if  there  were  no  decrease 
in  the  number  of  allied  health 
workers,  the  rising  demand  for 
them  would  still  create  a  shortage. 
That  is  good  news  for  students  in 
the  School  of  Allied  Health 
Professions.  Jobs  are  plentiful; 
and  in  many  of  the  fields,  wages 
are  quite  good. 

"If  you're  a  physical  therapist,  I 
can  get  you  ten  jobs,"  says  Dr. 


"We  have  to  keep  the  curricu- 
lum up  to  date  constantly,"  he 
explains.  "Something  we  teach 
today  might  be  obsolete  in  four 
years." 

That  is  not  a  problem  for  the 
Department  of  Patient  Counsel- 
ing. It  teaches  students  how  to 
listen.  Though  that  skill  can 
be  built  upon,  it  never  becomes 
obsolete.  Learning  to  listen 
carefully  enables  patient  counsel- 
ing practitioners,  better  known  as 
chaplains,  to  respond  to  patients' 
spiritual  and  emotional  needs  and 
those  of  their  families.  That  is 
good  news  for  Mrs.  A  and  Mr.  B. 

Mrs.  A  is  an  active  woman. 
Even  at  72  she  manages  to  main- 
tain a  hefty  schedule.  But  in  her 
presently  immobile  condition, 
she's  having  time  to  think  about 
her  cancer.  She  is  angry.  She 
wants  to  see  her  grandchildren 
grow  up  and  hates  the  thought  of 
abandoning  her  husband.  She 


always  took  good  care  of  herself. 
So  why  did  she  get  this  disease? 

A  doctor  might  give  her  a 
number  of  viable  physiological 
reasons.  But  Dr.  A.  Patrick  L. 
Prest,  chairman  of  the  Program  in 
Patient  Counseling,  explains  the 
disease  differently. 

"Having  cancer  appears  to  be  a 
way  of  solving  a  problem  for  the 
patient,"  he  says.  "It  is  more  than 
physiological.  A  lot  of  dynamics 
are  at  work  in  the  patient  with 
cancer." 

He  explains  that  cancer  could 
be  a  way  of  resolving  an  issue  the 
patient  cannot  face  consciously. 

In  dealing  with  cancer  patients 
like  Mrs.  A,  a  chaplain  would  not 
only  listen  for  possible  clues  to 
those  issues,  but  also  be  prepared 
to  talk  about  the  disease's  ulti- 
mate, but  not  always  definite, 
course.  There  is  no  hospital  staff 
member  better  prepared  to  talk 
about  death  than  a  chaplain.  It  is 
part  of  his  or  her  training. 

No  matter  what  the  situation 
might  be,  chaplains  must  learn  to 
become  a  blank  canvas  upon 
which  hurting  and  grieving 
patients  and  family  members  can 
paint  images  of  their  pains,  fears, 
and  frustrations. 

The  Program  in  Patient  Coun- 
seling is  one  of  the  most  re- 
spected of  its  kind  in  the  nation. 

"Patient  counseling  is  part  of 
Tom  Barker's  vision  for  allied 
health,"  says  Dr.  Prest.  "He  has 
given  us  stability  and  academic 
credibility.  He  is  our  champion." 

As  chairman  of  the  department 
for  30  years,  Dr.  Prest  is  a  cham- 
pion himself.  For  years  he  has 
pushed  the  notion  that  hospital 
chaplains  are  indispensible  to 
health  care. 

Dr.  Prest  takes  a  holistic  ap- 
proach to  illness.  He  is  a  firm 
believer  in  such  innovative  con- 
cepts as  using  humor  to  supple- 
ment medication,  pointing  to  the 
case  of  author  Norman  Cousins, 
who  daunted  the  progress  of  his 
fatal  illness  by  watching  Marx 
Brothers  movies  every  day. 

"But  physicians  don't  take  that 
very  seriously,"  he  says. 

Along  those  lines,  Dr.  Prest 
talks  about  wanting  research 
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funds  to  investigate  the  effects  of 
prayer  on  patients. 

"I  would  like  to  see  if  the 
body's  metabolism  changes  be- 
cause of  prayer,"  he  says.  "We 
have  seen  cases  where  patients 
have  fallen  asleep  peacefully  after 
a  chaplain  prayed  with  them.  This 
is  after  medication  for  that  pur- 
pose would  not  work." 

Though  no  research  is  taking 
place  presently  in  the  depart- 
ment, it  has  been  recognized  for 
discoveries  in  the  recent  past. 
"One  of  my  residents  devel- 
oped what  has  become  the 
standard  grief  work,"  states  Dr. 
Prest.  "He  found  out  that  the 
effects  of  grief  are  equivalent  to 
losing  an  arm  or  a  leg." 

There  are  seven  residents  in  the 
program  currently,  though  up  to 
50  individuals  from  various  other 
institutions  take  courses  in  the 
department.  Applicants  to  the 
program  must  have  a  master's  de- 
gree already.  Upon  completing 
curriculum  requirements,  resi- 
dents receive  a  certificate  to 
practice  in  the  profession. 

Dr.  Prest  is  working  on  devel- 
oping a  doctorate  degree.  Curric- 
ulum for  the  degree  would  be 
provided  in  part  by  either  Union 
Theological  Seminary  or  Virginia 
Union  School  for  Theology. 

He  would  like  also  to  develop  a 
center  for  professional  ethics. 
Dr.  Prest  likened  the  center  to  a 
research  facility  where  the  fine 
line  between  right  and  wrong  in 
medical  practice  could  be  drawn 
solidly. 

Mr.  B  was  still  in  surgery  when 
his  family  arrived  at  the  hospital. 
They  had  to  spend  several  anx- 
ious hours  in  a  sterile  waiting 
area.  Fortunately,  a  chaplain  was 
on  hand. 

"We  will  sit  with  them,  talk  to 
them,  listen  to  them,  or  just  hold 
their  hand,"  says  Dr.  Prest. 

He  adds  that  in  these  situations 
chaplains  also  serve  as  intermedi- 
aries between  medical  staff  and 
families,  relaying  information 
concerning  loved  ones. 

Mrs.  A  is  feeling  better.  A 
chaplain  just  spent  some  time 
with  her  too.  Although  she  was 
reluctant  at  first,  she  began  to 


express  her  anger  at  the  possibil- 
ity of  death.  She  wanted  to  know 
why  a  healthy  woman  like  herself 
had  been  stricken  with  a  fatal 
disease.  The  chaplain  listened, 
and  at  her  request,  offered  some 
insights.  He  told  her  to  prepare 
for  death.  Mrs.  A  couldn't  handle 
that.  She  threw  the  chaplain  out 
of  her  room.  After  a  while, 
however,  she  began  to  see  that 
facing  the  worst  case  scenario, 


"There  are  three  times  as  many 
senior  citizens  in  this  country 
than  there  were  in  1900,"  com- 
pares Dr.  Parham.  "Therefore,  I 
strongly  feel  that  aging  is  some- 
thing everyone  needs  to  know 
about." 

In  order  to  spread  the  word  on 
the  subject,  the  Department  of 
Gerontology  has  established  the 
Geriatric  Education  Center. 
Operating  in  cooperation  with  the

albeit  gingerly,  was  the  healthiest 
approach. 

The  cloud  of  fear  and  anger  has 
lifted  for  the  time  being.  But  now 
she  ponders  another  problem.  It 
is  a  bit  more  mundane.  Mrs.  A 
has  noticed  lately  that  she  cannot 
control  her  bladder.  If  the  prob- 
lem gets  any  worse,  she  won't  be 
able  to  go  anywhere  for  fear  of 
accident. 

Mrs.  A's  problem  is  not  uncom- 
mon. In  fact,  it  was  discussed  in 
a  recent  issue  of  the  gerontology 
department's  newsletter.  The 
article  said  that  if  drugs  for  the 
condition  do  not  work,  geriatric 
research  has  developed  bladder 
exercises  that  are  just  as  or,  in 
many  cases,  more  effective  than 
medication. 

"Urinary  incontinence  used  to 
be  a  secretive  issue,"  states  Dr. 
Iris  A.  Parham,  chairperson  of  the 
gerontology  department.  But 
because  of  the  growing  number  of 
senior  citizens  in  the  United 
States,  such  problems  affecting 
the  aged  are  now  addressed 
openly. 


McGiiire  Veterans  Administration 
Medical  Center,  the  School  of 
Medicine,  and  the  faculties 
of  other  schools,  it  is  funded  by 
the  United  States  Department  of 
Health  and  Human  Services.  The 
center's  primary  objective  is  to 
provide  comprehensive  educa- 
tional services  and  materials 
to  anyone  involved  in  the  care  of 
the  aged.  The  main  tool  being 
used  to  reach  this  goal  is  the 
center's  teleconferencing  facilities. 
Programs  are  being  broadcast 
from  the  studios  of  Richmond's 
public  television  station  and 
are  reaching  audiences  across  the 
nation  via  satellite. 

"It  is  phenomenal,"  exclaims 
Dr.  Barker. 

The  Department  of  Gerontology 
also  works  in  close  collaboration 
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with  the  university-based  Virginia 
Center  for  the  Aging,  which  is 
housed  on  the  MCV  Campus  and 
collects,  maintains,  and  assesses 
data  on  aging. 

These  and  other  facilities  insure 
that  students  matriculating  in  the 
department  will  become  leaders 
in  the  field.  It  offers  a  master's 
degree  and  a  certificate  in  aging 
studies. 

"We  usually  have  about  40 


Parham.  "That  includes  curricu- 
lum guides  and  textbooks." 

Dr.  Parham  says  that  literature 
on  aging  is  reaching  prolific 
proportions.  For  the  faculty  that 
means  a  lot  of  reading  and  course 
revising. 

"We  have  to  develop  new 
courses  maybe  once  a  year,"  she 
explains.  "A  lecture  that  was  used 
last  year  would  be  no  good  this 
year."

students  in  the  program,"  says 
Dr.  Parham. 

Department  of  Gerontology 
students  and  faculty  are  involved 
in  any  number  of  its  18  ongoing 
research  projects.  Subjects  range 
from  sexuality  in  the  aged  to 
family  support  mechanisms. 

It  is  in  part  from  their  research 
endeavors  that  faculty  garner 
information  for  the  numerous 
publications  pouring  out  of  the 
department. 

"As  a  faculty  of  six  we  have  16 
books  among  us,"  says  Dr. 


In  the  near  future  the  aged  will 
no  longer  comprise  a  small 
segment  of  the  population.  When 
baby  boomers  get  old,  their 
number  will  be  phenomenal. 
"Young  people  need  to  start 
thinking  about  retirement  now," 
suggests  Dr.  Parham. 

Because  of  the  expected  in- 
crease of  individuals  over  65, 
gerontology  has  diversified  its 
focus.  It  no  longer  necessarily 
concentrates  on  the  aged  but  is 
beginning  to  watch  people,  as  Dr. 
Parham  puts  it,  "from  the  womb 
to  the  tomb." 

Mr.  B  is  allergic  to  penicillin. 
Not  only  that,  but  diverticulitis 
prevents  him  from  eating  lettuce; 
and  ham  makes  him  break  out 


in  a  rash.  But  thanks  to  a  com- 
plete medical  record,  these 
particulars  of  Mr.  B's  constitution 
are  known  and  none  of  the 
above  substances  will  enter  his 
body. 

In  hospitals  across  the  state  and 
even  in  the  nation,  graduates 
from  the  Department  of  Health 
Administration  are  managing 
medical  records  departments, 
making  sure  health  care  providers 
are  privy  to  the  particular  dos 
and  don'ts  of  individual  patients. 

Health  information  manage- 
ment is  just  one  of  the  tracks 
available  to  students  in  the 
Department  of  Health  Adminis- 
tration. Dr.  Roice  D.  Luke,  chair- 
man of  the  department,  says, 
"It  is  one  of  the  best  departments 
in  the  world." 

With  an  average  enrollment  of 
200-240  students,  health  adminis- 
tration is  the  largest  department 
in  the  School  of  Allied  Health 
Professions.  It  offers  the  full 
gamut  of  degrees,  from  a  bache- 
lor's in  health  care  management 
to  doctoral  opportunities. 

"The  Master  of  Health  Adminis- 
tration is  our  flagship  program," 
states  Dr.  Luke.  "We  have  about 
900  alumni  to  date."  He  adds  that 
there  are  25  students  presently 
involved  in  doctoral  work. 

As  if  all  that  weren't  enough, 
the  department  has  just  initiated 
the  executive  master's  program. 
"It  is  unique,"  says  Dr.  Luke. 

The  program  was  set  up  to 
provide  working  health  care 
professionals  with  at  least  five 
years'  work  experience  an  oppor- 
tunity to  earn  a  master's  degree 
while  maintaining  a  full-time  job. 
Students  attend  class  via  a  com- 
puter network  designed  by  Dr. 
Dennis  D.  Pointer. 

It  differs  from  a  similar  network 
in  operation  for  a  few  years  on  the 
West  Coast.  That  one  involves  a 
consortium  of  faculty  drawn  from 
several  universities  on  that  side 
of  the  country.  Because  instruc- 
tors are  spread  out  over  several 
states,  the  result  is  a  lack  of 
organization  and  cohesiveness. 
Not  so  on  the  MCV  Campus. 

"It  is  much  more  controlled," 
says  Dr.  Luke. 
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The  program  works  as  follows: 
A  professor  will  type  a  relevant 
health  care  problem  into  the 
computer.  Students  need  only  flip 
on  their  computers  any  time  of 
the  day  or  night  to  become 
involved  in  ongoing  discussions 
on  the  topic. 

"Discussions  go  on  for  up  to 
two  weeks,"  explains  Dr.  Luke. 
"At  that  time  the  professor  will 
step  in  and  wrap  things  up  for 
that  particular  seminar." 

A  good  deal  of  their  grade  is 
based  on  these  discussions.  Mid- 
term and  final  exams  are  distrib- 
uted and  returned  by  mail. 

"We're  trying  to  develop  an 
efficient  methodology  to  grade 
the  seminars,"  says  Dr.  Luke. 

Although  the  bulk  of  the  course 
work  is  done  via  computers, 
students  are  required  to  be  on 
campus  six  to  12  days  at  the 
beginning  of  each  of  the  pro- 
gram's four  semesters. 

That  might  seem  like  a  financial 
burden  for  students  traveling  say, 
from  New  York,  but  most  of 
them  are  funded  by  the  compa- 
nies or  organizations  which 
employ  them. 

Dr.  Luke  is  talking  presently  to 
a  company  in  Saudi  Arabia  and 
officials  of  Israel's  health  care 
system  about  the  program. 

"I'm  also  going  to  Costa  Rica  to 
see  about  developing  a  Latin 
American  model,"  he  adds. 

The  Department  of  Health 
Administration  is,  as  Dr.  Luke 
puts  it,  "large,  prestigious,  and 
aggressive." 

It's  large  enough  to  have  its 
own  research  center,  prestigious 
enough  to  attract  government 
research  contracts,  and  aggressive 
enough  to  tackle  complicated 
projects. 

The  Williamson  Institute  for 
Health  Studies,  with  a  directive  to 
seek  out  new  approaches  to  the 
organization  and  financing  of 
health  services,  is  where  the 
research  takes  place.  The  institute 
is  named  in  honor  of  Mr.  David 
G.  Williamson,  Jr.,  formerly  vice- 
chairman  of  the  Hospital  Corpora- 
tion of  America  who  received  his 
degree  in  health  administration 
from  the  Medical  College  of 


Virginia  in  1957.  At  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1986,  Mr.  Williamson 
was  serving  as  the  chairman  of 
the  New  Ventures  Leadership 
Committee,  an  organization 
created  to  raise  funds  for  what  is 
now  the  Williamson  Institute. 

Right  now  research  is  under 
way  which  hopefully  will  provide 
insights  on  better  ways  to  distrib- 
ute medicaid  and  medicare. 

"Rather  than  paying  hospitals 


had  its  good  points.  She  was 
able  to  unload  some  of  the  anger 
and  fear  caused  by  her  cancer, 
and  she  discovered  exercises  that 
can  help  with  her  bladder  prob- 
lem. 

Like  most  patients,  and  many 
health  care  professionals,  Mrs.  A 
doesn't  know  that  patient  coun- 
seling, gerontology,  and  health 
administration  are  all  allied  health 
professions.  All  she  knows  is  that

directly,  the  government  would 
like  to  pay  insurance  companies," 
says  Dr.  Luke.  "It  is  a  market 
mechanism  that  would  put 
insurance  companies  in  competi- 
tion for  government  money." 

Though  the  details  of  the 
experiment  are  complicated,  Dr. 
Luke  says  the  objective  is  to  lower 
health  care  costs. 

Mrs.  A  would  be  delighted.  Her 
cancer  treatments  forced  her  to 
take  out  supplemental  insurance. 
She  hopes  that  coverage  will 
take  care  of  the  expenses  she  is 
accruing.  If  researchers  in  the 
Department  of  Health  Adminis- 
tration find  a  solution  to  the 
soaring  cost  of  health  care,  they 
will  have  added  yet  another 
service  to  the  already  numerous 
ones  allied  health  professionals 
have  provided  Mrs.  A  during  her 
hospitalization. 

Ironically,  breaking  her  hip  has 


she  feels  better  because  of  them. 

These  three  disciplines  have  no 
problems  filling  positions  in  the 
job  market.  There  will  be  plenty 
of  graduates  from  their  programs 
to  help  the  Mrs.  A's  in  the  hospi- 
tals nationwide.  The  current 
shortages  in  the  allied  health 
professions  do  not  affect  them.  It 
is  the  disciplines  in  the  remaining 
five  departments  of  the  School  of 
Allied  Health  Professions  that  are 
feeling  the  brunt  of  the  shortage. 
And  that's  bad  news  for  Mrs.  A 
and  Mr.  B.

MCVH  Surgeons  Operate

An  MCV  Hospitals  surgical  team  and 
personnel  from  Richmond  Memorial 
Hospital  officially  launched  a  coopera- 
tive venture  in  open-heart  surgery  in 
February.  The  effort  marks  the  first 
surgery  performed  by  MCVH 
surgeons  in  partnership  with  a 
community  hospital. 

Bone  Marrow  Transplant 
Program  Celebrates 

MCV  Hospitals'  bone  marrow 
transplant  program  celebrated  its  first 
anniversary  on  February  16.  Twenty- 
two  transplants  have  been  performed 
on  three  children  and  19  adults  since 
the  program  began;  16  patients  have 
survived. 

MCVH  is  the  only  center  in  Virginia 
to  offer  bone  marrow  transplants  to 
both  adults  and  children.  The  team 
performs  both  autologous  transplants 
and  allogeneic  transplants.  Only  35 
to  40  centers  across  the  country  offer 
both  types  of  transplants  to  children 
and  adults. 

Two  MCV  Campus  Faculty 
Honored  at  Convocation 

Dr.  Harold  J.  Fallon,  professor  and 
chairman,  and  Dr.  Michael  L.  Hess, 
professor,  Department  of  Internal 
Medicine,  were  honored  at  this  year's 
Convocation. 

Dr.  Fallon  received  the  Distin- 
guished Service  Award  for  making 
the  Department  of  Internal  Medicine 
one  of  the  top  ten  such  departments 
in  the  nation.  Dr.  Hess  was  given  the 


Distinguished  Scholar  Award  for  his 
in-depth  studies  of  the  cellular 
aspects  of  heart  functions  and  for  his 
part  in  making  MCVH's  transplanta- 
tion program  one  of  the  first  in  the 
country  to  have  Medicare  approval  for 
cardiac  transplantations. 

Dr.  Marcia  J.  Lawton,  assistant 
professor  and  director  of  the  Alcohol 
and  Drug  Education-Rehabilitation 
program,  School  of  Community  and 
Public  Affairs,  received  the  Distin- 
guished Teacher  Award.  The  Univer- 
sity Award  of  Excellence  was  awarded 
posthumously  to  Dr.  John  P.  Hill, 
professor,  Department  of  Psychology.

Health  Administration  Has 
New  Executive  Program 

The  Executive  Program  in  Health  Ad- 
ministration, one  of  only  two  such 
programs  in  the  nation,  has  been 
established  to  meet  the  needs  of 
working  health  care  professionals 
across  the  nation  who  require  further 
education  to  advance  in  the  field  of 


health  administration. 

The  program  requires  students  to 
be  on  campus  only  five  times  in 
two  years  and  provides  them  with  a 
combination  of  off-campus  study  and 
computer  networking  opportunities, 
thus  allowing  them  to  stay  on  the  job 
while  simultaneously  pursuing  a 
degree. 

According  to  Dr.  Dennis  Pointer, 
Arthur  Graham  Glasgow  Professor  of 
Health  Administration  and  coordina- 
tor of  the  program,  the  health  care 
professions  is  one  of  the  fastest 
growing  sectors  of  management.  The 
program  was  established  to  meet 
increasing  demands  for  health  care 
administrators. 

The  program  is  tailored  for  the 
professional  requirements  of  four 
types  students:  physicians  and 
clinicians;  executive  level  managers 
who  need  a  master's  degree  to 
advance  their  careers;  mid-level 
managers  who  want  to  advance  to 
executive  positions;  and  technical 
specialists  wanting  to  broaden  their 
potential  and  skills. 

On-campus  sessions  range  in 
length  from  six  to  11  days.  They  are 
supplemented  by  computer  confer- 
encing, programmed  instruction, 
computer  based  training  modules, 
and  video  tapes,  in  addition  to 
reading  assignments  and  project 
work. 


Recent  Gifts  Announced 

A  number  of  significant  gifts  in 
support  of  programs  on  the  MCV 
Campus  have  been  announced. 

The  Virginia  Hospital  Association  is 
establishing  the  Stuart  D.  Ogren 
Scholarship  in  the  School  of  Allied 
Health  Professions  with  a  $250,000 
pledge.
